CHAPTER 147.

AN ACT to incorporate the city of Mauston, in
Juneau county, Wisconsin.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. From and after the fifth day of
April, A D. 1887, all that district of country in
the county of Juneau, and state of Wisconsin,
hereinafter described, ehall be and remain a city
by the name of Mauston, and they who now,or
may hereafter inhabit said district shall be a
municipal corporation by the name of the city of
Mauston, and shall have the general powers
possessed by municipal corporations at common
law and under the revised statutes and the general
laws applicable to municipal corporations; and in
addition thereto shall have and possess the powers
hereinafter granted, and the authorities thereof
shall have perpetual succession; shall be capable
of contracting and being contracted with, suing
or being sued, pleading and being impleaded in
all courts of law and equity, and shall have a
common seal and may change and alter the same
at pleasure.

SectioN 2. The said city shall be divided into
two wards; viz.: All that territory lying on the
north side of the Lemonwier river and pond, and
8o much on the south side of said river, and east
of Division street on the south side of the Chi-
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad company’s
track and east of Oak street and the Methodist
church on the north side of said track, shall con-
stitute the First ward, and all lying on the west
side of Division street, south of said railrvad track
and all lying west of Oak street on the north side
of said track, including the Methodist church,
shall constitute the Second ward; but the common
council shall have power to change said lines of
division as they may deem convenient and proper
but said boundary lines of said wards shall not be
changed or altered except by a three-fourths vote
of the common council.
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SectioN 3. The corporate authority of said
city shall be vested in one municipal officer, styled
the mayor, and in one hoard of aldermen, consist-
ing of two alderman from each ward, who, with the
mayor, shall be denominated the common coun-
cil, together with such other officers as are here-
after mentioned, or may be created under this act.

ELECTIONS.

SecTioN 4. The annual election for city and
ward officers shull be held on the first Tuesday in
April in each year, at such place or places as the
common council shall designate and provide, and
the polls shall be kept open from nine o’clock A.
M. until twelve o’clock M., and from one o’clock
P. M. until five o’clock P. M. The city clerk shall
give at least ten day’s notice of such election, stat-
ing time and place or places of holding the same,
the officers to be elected thereat, and also of any
special action to be taken or asked at such meet-
ing, by causing the same to be printed in one or
more newspapers published in said city of Maus-
ton, and by posting the same in one or more pub-
lic places in each ward of said city, and the city
clerk shall file copies of the newspapers contain-
ing such notice, together with his affidavit of the
publishing and posting of the same; but a failure to
give the notice above specified shall not invalidate
the election.

BOUNDARIES AND WARDS.

SecTiON 5. All of section number one (ex-
cept the northeast quarter of the northeast quar-
ter thereof); all of the northeast quarter of the
northeast quarter of section number two, and
all of section number twelve in township num-
ber fifteen north, of range number three east, and
all of the west half of section number seven in
township number fifteen north, of range number
four east), in the county of Juneau, state of Wis-
consin, shall be included in and constitute the ter-
ritory comprising the city of Mauston.

SeEcTioN 6. The elective officers of said city
shall be a mayor, clerk, treasurer and assessor,
two justices of the peace, and one constable,
elected by and for the city at large, and two al-

dermen and one supervisor from each ward,
which said supervisor shall represent his ward on
the county board of supervisors of Juneau county.

SEctiON 7. All city and ward officers shall be
qualified voters and residents of the city and ward
for which they are elected or appointed; all elec-
tive officers, unless otherwise provided, shall hold
their respective offices for one year, and until
their successors are elected and qualified, except
justices of the peace, who shall hold their office
for two years, and until their successors are elected
and qualified; provided, however, the common
council shall have power, for due cause, to expel
any of their own number and to remiove from
office any officer or agent appointed by said coun-
cil, due notice being first given to the officer com-
plained of. The mayor shall have the power to sus-
pend any street commissioner, police officer, mar-
shal or watchman appointed by the council when
complained’ of for cause, until the council shall
take up his case and dispose of it. He shall also
have power to fill any vacancy thuscreated. The
term of every officer elected under this act, ex-
cept to fill a vacancy, shall commence on the sec-
ond Monday of April of the year for which he is
elected.

SectioN 8. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in
the office of mayor, such vacancy shall be filled
by a new election, which shall be ordered by the
common council within ten days after such va-
cancy shall occur; and in the meantime the
common covncil may, if they shall deem it aeces-
sary, make an appointment to fill such vacancy,
but such appointee shall only hold the office until
his successor is elected and qualified, and in no
event more than twenty days from the date of his
appointment; any vacancy happening in any
other office shall be filled by the common council.,
The person elected or appointed to fill any vacancy
shall hold his office, and discharge the duties
thereof, for the unexpired term, except in case of
justices of the peace, whose appointment shall
continue only until the next charter election,
when the vacancy shall be filled by an election.

SecmioN 9. All elections by the people shall be

by ballot, and a plurality of votes shall constitute >

an e]e_:ction. ‘When two or more candidates for an
elective office shall receive an equal number of
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votes for the same office, the election shall be de-
termined by the casting of lots in the presence of
the common council, .at such time, and in such
manuner as they shall direct.

SecrioN 10. All persons entitled to vote for
county and state officers, and who shall have an
actual residence in the city for ten days next pre-
ceding the election, shall be entitled to vote for
any officer to be elected,and upon any questions
that may be submitted to the people for their
vote.

SEcTiON 11. The inspectors and clerks of elec-
tion, appointed by the president and trustees of
the village of Mauston, at their regular meeting
in September, 1886, shall continue to act as in-
spectors and clerks of elections, for the city of
Mauston, until the regular mieeting of the com-
mon council of said city in September, 1887, at
which time and annually thereafter, or in cas2
there shall be no regular meeting in that month, -
then at a special meeting to be held on the last
Tuesday of September, the mayor and common
council shall appoint three inspectors, one of
whom shall be an alderman, and two clerks for
each ward. The persons so appointed inspectors
and clerks shall hold their office for one year, and
ghall act as such at all times at all general, munic-
ipal and special elections held within their res-
pective districts. The manner of nomination and
approval of such inspectors and clerks by the
mayor and council, and of filling vacancies, shall be
as provided in section 26, of the revised statutes,
and all the other provisions of said section shall be
in force and apply to the city of Mauston, except as
in this charter provided; and all the provisions of
the revised statutes and the amendments thereto,
as to the manner of conducting elections, and in
reference to the qualifications and swearing of in-
spectors and clerks, challenging electors, and keep-
ing the records or otherwise, shall apply to the
elections in said city, except as such laws are lim-
ited to elections held in fowns or as otherwise pro-
vided for herein, or are inconsistent with the pro-
visions of this charter.

SEcTiON 12. When the election shall be closed
the inspectors shall proceed ‘to count the votes
cast for each and every candidate voted for, and
shall make a return of the votes cast in their elec-
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tion precinct for each and every office, which shall
be subscribed by the inspectors and clerks, and
shall be forthwith delivered to the city clerk, and
within three days after such election the council
shall meet and canvass said returns and declare
the result as it shall appear from the same. The
clerk shall thereupon immediately give notice to
the persons elected of their election; as soon as
the votes are counted and canvassed by the in-
spectors, they shall be sealed up and transmitted
to the proper officer, as required by chapter 464,
general laws of 1885.

SecTrioN 13. Special elections to fill vacancies
shall be held and conducted, and the returns made
in the same manner as at annual elections. One
week’s notice of such election shall be given in
the same manner as is required for annual elec-
tions.

SrorioN 14. Any officer removing from the city,
orany alderman removing from the ward for which
he was elected, or any officer who shall neglect or
refuse for one week after notice of his election or
appointment to qualify, and shall neglect or refuse
to enter upon the duties of his office shall be deem-
ed to have vacated his office, and the common
council shall proceed to fill any such vacancy in
the manner herein provided.

SectioN 15. The votes for mayor and all elect-
ive officers shall be on one ballot and shall be
deposited in one box, and all questions sabmitted
to the people at the city elections shall be on sep-
arate ballots and deposited in separate ballot
boxes.

SecrioN 16. The first election of said city shall
be held on the first Tuesday in April, 1887. The
qualified electors of said city shall elect one
mayor, one clerk, one treasurer, one assessor, two
justices of the peace, and one constable at large,
and two aldermen and supervisors from each
ward. All of said officers to be residents and
qualified electors of said city and the alderman
shall reside in the ward from which he is elected;
each and all of said officers elected at the first
election to hold their respective offices until their
successors are elected and qualified. The first
election for said city shall be held for both wards
in what is known as the engine house. There
shall be two ballot hoxes, one designated for
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each ward and on each box shall be plainly
printed or written the number of the ward for
which said ballot is to be used, and each voter,
when he offers his vote, shall state to the inspec-
tors, the number of the ward in which he resides,
and his ballot shall be deposited in the box for
that ward, but in case any ballot should be by
‘mistake deposited in the wrong box, the inspec-
tors having determined that fact from the ballot,
it shall be counted for the ward in which it of
right belongs. The returns of the first election °
shall be made to the village clerk of the village of
Mauston, who, with the president of said village
of Mauston, shall certify to and notify the officers
elected within three days thereafter, and the
officers so elected shall, on notice forthwith qual-
ify'and enter upon the duties of their respective
. _ offices.

Every person elected or appointed
subscribed.  £0 any office under this act, except justices of the
ace, shall before he enters upon the duties of
is office take and subscribe an oath of office and
file the same, duly certified by the person taking
the same, with the city clerk. The treasurer and
such other officers as the common council shall
direct, shall severally before they enter upon the
duties of their respective offices, execute to the
city of Mauston a bond in such amount and in
such form and with such sureties as the common
council shall approve, the sureties to which shall
severally justify under oath; and the common
council may at any time for sufficient cause, re-
quire new and additional bonds and remove from
office any officer refusing or neglecting to give the
same, which bonds shall be filed with the city
clerk. Justices of the peace shall qualify in the
same manner as in towns, except that their bonds

shall be approved by the mayor of the city.
Duties of SecTiON 18. The mayor shall, when present,
mayor. reside over the meetings of the common council.
e shall take care that the laws of the state and
the ordinances of the city are duly observed and
enforced, and that all other executive officers of
the city discharge their respective duties; he shall
from time fo time give the common council such
information and recommend such measures as he
may deem advantageous to the city. The mayor
shall be the chief executive officer of the city and
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head of the police, and in case of a riot or other
disturbance, or there shall be apparent necessity
he may appoint as many special or temporary
policemen as he may deem necessary. The mayor
shall have a vote in the council only in case of a
tie. When the council shall be engaged in the
election of any officer, the mayor shall have a
vote the same as an alderman.
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SeEcTiOoN 19. At the first meeting of the com- mection of

mon council after their election in each year, they
shall proceed to elect by ballot, one of their num-
ber as president, and in the absence of the mayor
the said president shall preside over the meetings
of the common council, and during the absence of
the mayor from the city, or his inability for any
reason to discharge the duties of-his office, the
said president shall exercise all the powers and
discharge all the duties of mayor. In case both
the mayor and president shall be absent from any
meeting of the common council, they shall pro-
ceed to elect a temporary presiding officer, who
for the time being shall discharge all the duties
of the mayor. The president, or the temporary
presiding officer, while presiding over the board
or performing the duties of mayor, shall be styled
acting mayor, and any acts performed by them
shall have the same force and validity as if per-
formed by the mayor. The common council may
also, at their first annual session, or-so soon there-
after as may be, appoint the following officers:
city marshal, who shall also be the chief of police,
city attorney, one street commissioner, one fire
warden, one sealer of wejghts and measures, and
other officers or agents necessary to the good
government of the city, who shall hold their said
offices for one year, unless removed as hereinafter
provided. The council shall, at the time of ap-
pointing said officers, fix the compensation or sal-
ary, and may prescribe the duties pertaining to
the same.

SeEcTioN 20. The clerk shall keep the corporate cierk to xeep

seal and all the papers and records of the city,

mon council, and whose meetings it shall be his
duty to attend, and copies of all papers filed in
his office, and transcripts from the records of the
common council, certified to have been compared

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gcript therefrom, under the corporate seal, shall
be evidence in all courts, in like manner as if the
originals were produced. He shall draw and
countersign all orders on the treasury, in pursu-
ance of any order or resolution of the common
council, and keep a full and accurate account
thereof in books provided for that purpose. He
shall file in his office all chattel mortgages pre-
sented to him for that purpose, and the renewals
thereof, and safely keep the same, receiving there-
for the same compensation as clerks of towns:
and chattel mortgages so filed, and the renewals
thereof, shall be as valid and legal as if the same
had been filed in the town clerk’s office in any
town. The said clerk may appoint a deputy, who
in the absence of the clerk shall perform all the
duties of said clerk, and for whose acts the said
clerk shall be responsible.

e tion of  SectioN 21. The justices of the peace elected un-

' der this act shall have the same jurisdiction in

civil and criminal cases, and perform all duties of

i’ustices of the peace as provided by the general

aws of the state, and in addition thereto shall
have exclusive jurisdiction of all criminal cases
arising within the city limits, and in cases arising
under the ordinances heretofore or hereafter
passed by said city, unless therein otherwise pro-
vided; and said justices may hold their offices any-
where in said city, not prohibited by the laws of
this state, and in case of change of venue for any
cause, whatever, the case shall be removed and
disposed of in accordance with the general laws;
provided, that in all cases where the justice has
final jurisdiction, the parties in civil actions, and
the defendant in criminal actions, shall have the
right to a trial by jury.

Jurisdictionof  SECTION 22. The constable elected under this

constables.  act shall have the same jurisdiction as other con-
stables, and shall qualify in the same manner as
constables elected in organized towns, except that
the official bond of such constable shall be ap-
proved by the mayor and filed with his oath of
office in the office of the city clerk.

Dutiesof the  SECTION 23. The treasurer of said city shall

fined. receive all moneys which may or shall be collected
for the use of the corporation by virtue of this
act, or by virtue of any by-law or ordinance of
the corporation, and giving the person paying the
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same his receipt therefor. All moneys shall
be drawn from the treasury by warrant under the
corporate seal, signed by the mayor by order of
the common council and countersigned by the
clerk, who shall keep a record thereof, and any
such warrant shall set forth, for what purpose the
amount specified therein is to be paid, and the
said treasurer shall pay out the funds of the cor-

ration in no other way whatever. He shall
E(éep a just and accurate account of all moneys
and other things coming into his hands as treas-
urer in a book to be provided by the corporation
for that purpose, which book shall be and re-
main the property of the corporation, and in said
book he shall note the time when the persons
from whom the amount of the several sums was
received and the source whence the said sums
arose respectively, and in the same book he shall
duly enter an account of all sums paid out; and
said book shall at all reasonable times, be open to
the inspection of the voters of said city, and the
said treasurer shall annually, and as often as he
shall be required, render to the common council a
minute account of his receipts and disbursements;
said annual report shall be made and filed with
the city clerk at least ten days before the annual
election. The said treasurer shall be collector of
taxes within the corporation, and in addition to
the powers and duties already specified, shall
have the same powers and duties and be subject to
the same liabilities as treasurers in towns. He
shall, in the same manner, before receiving the
tax roll of the city, execute his bond to the treas-
urer of the county of Juneau, which bond shall
be approved by the county treasurer, and upon
filing the same the treasurer of said county shall
give him a receipt therefor, and upon filing the
receipt with the clerk of said city, the said clerk
shall deliver the tax roll of the city to him, and
he shall proceed to collect the taxes as hereinafter
provided. No person having been city treasurer,
shall be eligible to a re-election until one year shall
have elapsed, nor shall any person who has been
city treasurer be appointed deputy treasurer for
the term immediately succeeding his term of
office. The treasurer shall be allowed and paid
the sum of two hundred dollars per annum for
his services in lieu of the fees now allowed by

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law. The collection fees shall be collected as pro-
vided by law and paid into the county treasury.

Datles of SECTION 24. The assessor shall assess all the

’ taxable property of the city of Mauston, as re-
quired by law, and shall complete and return his
assessment roll to the common council on the day
fixed by the general laws of this state; the as-
sessor shall receive for his services such compen-
sation as the common council shall determine,
which compensation shall be payable when the
assessment roll is completed.

Dutles of SecrioN 25. The marshal shall possess all the
powers of a constable in towns, and be subject to
the same liabilities. It shall be his duty to exe-
cute and return all writs and processes directed to
him, and may execute any directed to any con-
stable of Juneau county, and when necessary in
criminal cases, or for the violation of any ordi-
nance of said city or laws of this state, may pur-
sue and serve the same in any part of the state of
Wisconsin. It shall be his duty to suppress all
riots, disturbances and breaches of the peace, and
without process, to apprehend any person in the
act of committing any offense against any ordi-
nance of said city or laws of this state, and forth-
with bring such person before competent author-
ity for examination, and for such service he shall
receive such fees as are allowed to constables for
like services. He shall do and perform all such
duties as may lawfully be enjoined on him by the
ordinances of said city. He shall have the power
to appoint one or more deputies to be approved by
the council, but for whose official acts he shall be
responsible, and of whom he may require a bond
for the faithful discharge of their duties. He shall
be ex-officio chief of the police force of the cisy.

Any Farty or
parties may petition the common council for any
work or improvements that they may deem fitting
and proper, and the streei commissioner may at
other times make such other reports as the ne-
cessities of the case may require.

SectioN 28. It shall be the further duty of the
street commissioner to employ men, and procure
utensils, implements, teams, materials and what-
ever may be needful in performing such street
and city work, and all this he shall do under the
direction and advice of the common council, and
he shall superintend all such work when directed
by the council so to do,and shall keep an accurate
account of all materials procured, and of all teams
and utensils and men employed by him, stating
time and place and to be able to certify to the ac-
count therefor, and shall do and perform or cause
to be done any and all other duties pertaining to
his office that may be prescribed from time to
time by the common council, and shall file an
itemized and full report of all his doings on the
last day of each month and oftener when required
by the common council.

SectioN 29. All accounts against the city for
either work, hire or materials for street purposes,
including street commissioner’s services, shall be
paid out of the general fund by orders drawn and
1ssued by the common council. All such accounts
for street purposes, except for work and hire,
shall be duly verified, and when they arose or were
created under the direction of said street commis-
sioner, shall be certified by him to be true and
correct in all particulars. The common council
may at its option let all or any of such street work
by contract to the lowest bidder. The street com-
missioner shall be paid for his services and for
every day’s service actually rendered, such com-
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pensation as the common council and said com-
missioner shall agree upon at the beginning of his
official year, or he shall be paid such sum per an-
num in lieu thereof for the services required to be
performed by him, as be and the common coun-
cil can agree upon at the beginning of his offi-
cial year. .

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SectION 36. The common council shall hold its First meetting

The common council shall
determine the rules of its own proceedings and be
judge of the election and qualifications of its own
members, and have the power to compel the at-
tendance of absent members.

SecTION 37. The common council shall have Powers of com

the management and control of the finances, ex-
cept school moneys and all of the other public
property in the city, and shall likewise, in addition
to the power herein vested in it, have full power
and authority to make, enact, ordain, establish,
publish, enforce, alter, modify, amend and repeal
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all such ordinances, rules, resolutions and by-laws
for the government and good order of the eity, for
the suppression of vice, for the prevention of
crime, and for the benefit of trade, commerce and
health, and so enforce them as it shall deem expe-
dient; declaring and imposing penalties, and to
enforce the same against any person or persons
who may violate any of the provisions of such
ordinances, rules and by-laws, and such rules, or-
dinances and by-laws are hereby declared to be
and have the force of law; provided, that they be
not repugnant to the constitution of the United
States or of this state, and for these purposes
shall have authority by ordinance, resolution or
by-laws:

1. To license, regulate, suppress or prohibit the
exhibition of caravans, showmen or showsof any
kind, or the exhibition of caravanms, circuses or
theatrical performances, billiard tables, pool ta-
bles, bowling alleys, nine or ten pin alleys; to sup-
press mock auctions, street fakirs, confidence
games and tricks, and all similar practices and
devices involving a swindle or chance element;
to provide for the abatement and removal of all
nmsances under the ordinances of said city, the
laws of this state or at common law, and shall
grant or refuse to grant licenses to persons to
sell, vend, deal or traffic in spirituous, vinous,
malt or intoxicating liquors and drinks within
said city, in accordance with the laws upon that
subject. 'And all such licenses granted shall run
from the first day of May in each year to the first
day of May following, and shall be granted only
on payment of the full year’s rate.

2. To restrain, prohibit and suppress all dis-
cription of gambling and fraudulent devices and
practices, and all playing of cards, dice and other
games of chance, with or without betting, and to
restrain, prohibit and suppress any person or per-
sons from vending, giving away for the purpose
of evading the law, or dealing in spirituous, fer-
mented or vinous liquors, unless duly licensed by
the common council; and to license, regulate and
suppress hawkers and peddlers.

and shall be deemed public or common nuisances.
SEcTiON 41. The common council shall ex-
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amine, audit and adjust the accounts of the clerk, Examipe and
treasurer, marshal and all other officers and agents Some
of the city, at such time as it may deem proper,
and also at the end of each year, and before the
time for which the officers of said city are elected
or appointed shall have expired; and the common
council shall require each and every such officer
and agent to exhibit his books, funds and moneys
accounts and vouchers for such examination and
settlement; and, if any such officer or agent shall
refuse to comply with the valid orders of said
council in the discharge of his said duties
in pursuance of this section, or shall. with-
out sufficient cause neglect or refuse to ren-
der his account or present his accounts, books,
funds, moneys and vouchers to said council. It
shall be the duty of the common council to declare
the office of such person vacant, and the common
council shall order suits and proceedings at law
against any officer or agent of said city, who may
be found delinquent or defaulting in his accounts
or in the discharge of his official duties, and shall
make a full record of all adjustments and settle-
ments.

FINANCE AND TAXATION.

SEcTION 42. All funds in the treasury, except winance and
state and coanty funds, shall be under the contro] taxation.
of the common council, and shall be drawn out
upon the order of the mayor and clerk, duly au-
thorized by a vete of the common council, and
all orders upon the treasury shall specify the pur-
pose for which they were drawn, and shall be pay-
able out of any funds in the treasury belonging
to the city. City orders shall be receivable for
all city taxes except school and special taxes for
bridges and school purposes, and except taxes
levied for the payment of the principal and inter-
est of any outstanding indebtedness of said city,
which shall be collected in money or in orders
drawn upon such fund respectively; and all or-
ders shall be payable to the persons, or to the
order of the persons in whose favor they may be
drawn.

SectioN 43. The common council of said city Anoual tax
shall annually levy upon the taxable property of '*™
said city, to defray the current expenses of said
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city, a tax sufficient for that purpose, not exceed-
ing one per cent, of assessed value of the property
in the city.

SEcTiON 44. The common council of said city
shall not have the power to issue any bonds or
other evidence of debt payable at a day subse-
quent to the date of the issue thereof, except in
cases specially authorized by law, and duly au-
thorized by a majority vote of the electors of said
city. Nor shall the common council issue, in any
one year, orders upon the city treasurer to an
amount greater than the amount of taxes which
may be levied under this act; provided, that
whenever it shall be necessary to build or repair
bridges across the Lemonwier river, a special tax
may be levied for such purpose not exceeding two
thousand dollars in any one year; and the said
taxes when so levied shall be collected at the time
as other city taxes are collected.

SectioN 45. Taxes may be levied by the com-
mon council at any regular meeting, for the pur-
pose of paying any outstanding indebtedness of
the city of Mauston, and also for the payment of
any bonds or any other evidence of debt hereafter
issued or created in accordance with the provis-
ions of this act, or by any authority of law. Said
taxes when so levied shall be collected at the same
time that other city taxesare collected.

SECTION 46. No account shall be allowed by the
common council unless the same is verified by
the owner thereof, or some person in his behalf.

SectiOoN 47. No action shall hereafter be main-
tained by any person or persons against the city
of Mauston, upon any claim or demand other
than a city bond or order, unless such person or
persons shall first have presented his claim to the
common council of said city.

SEcTiON 48. The determination of the common
council disallowing in whole or in part any claim
of any person, shall be final and conclusive, and
a perpetual bar to any action in any court, founded
on such claim, unless within sixty days from the
decision or determination of such common coun-
cil, the claimant shall begin an action against the
city for the recovery of such demand; provided,
however, that when the common council shall
refuse or neglect to act for the term of sixty days
upon any claim duly presented to them, this chap-
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ter shall not be construed so as to prevent the
institution and maintenance of any action by said
claimant against said city.

OPENING OF STREETS, ALLEYS, ETC.

SectiON 49. The common council shall have
power to take, for the use of the city. from the
owner, by bargain, donation, or due process of
law in manner hereinafter provided, any lots or
any land for public squares, grounds, drains, sew-
ers, streets and alleys, or for straightening or
widening the same, or for the purpose or erecting
a municipal building or buildings, or for the pur-
pose of constructing wells, reservoirs or other
public water-works  Whenever it shall, in the
opinion of the common council, be necessary, and
they shall be unable to purchase upon satisfactory
terms, said council shall declare by resolution
that it is necessary to take such lots or parcels of
land for any of the purposes above set forth, giv-
ing a description of the premises, defining sepa-
rately each parcel thereof, separately owned, and
the purpose for which they are to be taken. They
shall also cause notice to begiven to the owners or
occupants of such lands, if any there be, or if any
portion of said lands shall not be in the actual
occupation of any person, then the common coun-
cil shall cause such notices, describing as near as
may be, the premises proposed to be taken, to be
published in a weekly newspaper published in said
city four weeks successively, at least once in each
week.

SEcTION 50. Such notice shall state that upon

a day therein to be named, not less than ten days sa

from the service of such notice or the expiration
of such publication as the case may be, applica-
tion will be made to a court commissioner of said
county of Juneau, for the appointment of six ju-
rors to view said premises and to determine

whether it will be necessary and proper to take-

the same for the purpose specified in said petition.

SecTioN 51. Upon the presentation of such ap-
plication, and upon proof of the publication or
service of the notice hereinbefore required, the
said court commissioner shall appoint six resident
freeholders of said city, not interested in the re-
sult of such application. Either party may per-
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emptorily challenge two of such jurors, and their
places shall be filled by the commissioner accord-
ing to the practice of the court. The said cour$
commissioner shall thereupon issue his precept di-
rected to said jurors requiring them within ten
days, to view the premises to bs specified in said
precept, and to make returns under their hands
to the common council, whether in their judg-
ment it 18 necessary and proper to take said prem-
ises for the purpose specified in said application,
and the said jurors, before entering upon the dis-
charge of their duties, shall take and subscribe an
oath faithfully and impartially to discharge their
duties as such jurors in the premises, which oath
may be administered by any person authorized to
administer oaths, which oaths shall be filed in the
office of the city clerk. .

After viewing the premises in question, and hear-
ing testimony, if offered, the jurors shall make a
report of their proceedings, which shall be signed
by them, and which shall state whether in their
judgment it is necessary to take the premises in
question for public use; which said report, testi-
mony and precept shall be returned to the com-
mon council. Should the jurors report that it is
necessary to take the premises the common coun-
cil shall enter an order among their proceedings
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confirming said report and directing the same
jurors, within ten days thereafter, to again view
the premises to ascertain the amount of damages
to be paid to the owner or owners of said prop-
erty proposed to be takeu, and to assess and re-
turn within ten days such damages to the com-
mon council, who shall enter an order confirming
the same.

manner of construction, and also the time, which
shall not be less than ten days from the service of
said notice, within which the same shall be con-
structed. The city clerk shall immediately cause
said notice to be served upon the owners of said
lots or premises in the same manner as a sum-
mons in justice court is served if he be known,
and shall reside in the city; and if such owner
cannot be found within the city then the same may
be in the same manner served upon any one oc-
cupying said lots, and if neither owner or occu-
pant can be found then said notice may be served
by printin% the same for two weeks in succession
in a weekly newspaper published in the city of
Mauston, and such service shall be complete im-
mediately upon the second publication. Proof of
such service or publication shall be filed and pre-
served in the city clerk’s office. In case any such
owner shall fail to build such sidewalk within the
time so limited then the common council shall
cause the same to be built at the expense of such
owner or owners, and the common council shall
levy a special tax upon each lot or parcel of land
in front of which any such sidewalk shall be con-
structed, sufficient to pay the cost of constructing
the same. For that purpose the street commis-
sioner or other person consiructing the same shall
keep an accurate account of the cost of such side-
walk and shall verify the same by his oath, and
immediately upon the completion of such walk,
shall return and file the same with the city clerk,
who shall report the same to the common council
before the levy of the next general tax. Such
special tax shall be levied and collected at the
same time and in the same manner as other taxes
are collected in said city. Thereturnsof the street
commissioner or other person constructing said
walk and the clerk’s records of the ordering of
the said sidewalk, service of the notice and of the
levy of the tax, shall be prima facie evidence of
the regularity and validity of such tax iun all
courts and proceedings when the same may be
offered in evidence.

newspaper in said city for at least twenty days,
and the contract shall be awarded to some respon-
sible bidder, whose bid it shall deem most reason-
" able and cheapest. In case no reasonable bids
shall be received the work may be done under
the supervision of the proper officer or agent of
the city.

SECTION 72. On or before the first Monday in
October of each year, the common council shall
determine the amount of taxes authorized by law
and by this act, to be levied for general city pur-
poses, and for paying the city’s indebtedness, due
or to become due for the ensuing year, and shall
by resolution levy the same, but no such resolu-
tion shall be adopted except by a vote of two-
thirds of the members elect which shall appear in
tl’lle journal of proceedings of the common coun-
cil.

SectioN 73, The county board of supervisors
of Juneau county shall regard the city of Maus-
ton as one town, in equalizing the assessment of
iohe several towns in the county as provided by
aw.

SEcTiON 74. Thetax list made out and preserved
shall be prima facie evidence in every court of
record in this state, that every thing or-act to be
done relating to the assessing or levying of taxes,
from the election of officers to the corupletion of
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the tax list, inclusive, has been done regularly and
correctly as required by law.

SectioN 75. Immediately after making out the
tax list as aforesaid the clerk shall make out a
duplicate copy thereof, to which shall be appended
a warrant, signed by the mayor and clerk, and
sealed with the corporate seal of the city, directed
to the treasurer, requiring and commanding him
to collect the taxes specified insaid duplicate copy
of the tax list, in the manner provided by law,
and said clerk shall, on or before the tenth day of
December of the same year, deliver the same to
the city treasurer for collection, and makea record
of such delivery on the tax list preserved in his
office.

SeEcTioN 76. Every male inhabitant of the city
of Mauston over twenty-one years of age and
under fifty, except active members of the fire de-
partment or military companies, or otherwise law-
fully excused, shall pay into the city treasu
the sum of one dollar and fifty cents ( $1.50) eagﬁ
as a poll tax. It shall be the duty of the assessor
of the city of Mauston to make out duplicate lists
of all persons liable to said tax in the city, and
said assessor shall, on or before the first Monday
in July in each year, deliver one of said lists to
the city clerk and one to the city treasurer. The
said treasurer shall thereupon immediately pro-
ceed to collect the same, and all persons liable to
pay such tax who shall not have paid the same
within twenty days after demand, either personal
or by written notice left at their usual place of
abode, shall be liable to, and shall pay a penalty
of two dollars, together with the costs of the pro-
secution, to be prosecuted for the said treasurer
in the name of the city of Mauston. The moneys
collected as above shall go to the general fund of
the city. The mayor, city clerk and treasurer
shall constitute a board to determine the liabilities
of persons to pay such tax; and all persons claim-
ing to be exempt from paying such tax must ap-
ply to said board within twenty days after the
demand or notice mentioned in this section.

FIRE DEPARTMENT.

SectioN 78. The common council shall have
power to J)revent the dangerous construction, con-
dition and use of chimneys, fire-places, hearths,
stoves, stovepipes, ovens, boilers, lamps and ap-
paratus used in and about any building, and to
cause the same to be removed or placed in a safe
condition when considered dangerous; to prevent
the deposit of ashes in unsafe places; to provide
for and regulate the keeping, sale and use of car-
bon oil and other burning fluids; to require the
inhabitants to provide as many fire-buckets, and
in such manner aund time as they shall prescribe,
and to regulate the use of them in case of
fire; to regulate and prevent the carrying on
of manufactures dangerous in causing or pro-
moting fire; to regulate and prevent the use of
fire-works and fire-arms; to compel the owners
and occudpants of buildings to have scuttles in the
roof and ceilings, and ladders leading, to the
same; to authorize the mayor, aldermen, fire-
warden and other officers of the city to keep
away from the vicinity of a fire all idle and
suspected persons, and to compe] all by-standers
to aid in the extinguishment of fires, and in the
preservation of property exposed to danger there-
at, and generally to establish such regulations for
the prevention and extinguishment of fires as
the common council may deem expedient, and
to provide penalties for the violation of any res-
olution or ordinance passed under this section.

SkctioN 79. The common council shall have full
power to purchase fire engines and other fire ap-
paratus, and to authorize the formation of fire-
engine, hook and ladder and hose companies, and
to provide for the due and proper support and
regulation of the same, and to order such com-
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panies to be disbanded and their meetings to be
prohibited, and their apparatus to be delivered up.
Each company shall not exceed seventy able-
bodied men, between the ages of eighteen and
fifty years, and may elect its own officers, except
chief engineer and assistant engineer, who shall
be appointed by the common council, and form its
own by-laws, not inconsistent with the laws of
the state or the ordinances and regulations of
the city, and shall be formed only by voluntary
enlistments.

When any person shall refuse to Penalty for
obey the lawful order of any engineer, fire-warden, feasm cooreY
the mayor or alderman of the city, or city mar- -
shal at any fire, it shall be lawful for the officer
giving such order to arrest, or direct orally, the
marshal, constable or watcilman, or any citizen,
to arrest such person, and to confine him tempor-
arily in any safe place until such fire shall be
extinguished; and 1n the same manner such offic-
ers, or any of them, may arrest or direct the arrest
and confinement of any person at such fire who
shall be intoxicated or disorderly. Any person
who shall vefuse to arrest or aid in arresting any
person so refusing shall be liable to such penalt
as the common council may prescribe, not exceed-
ing twenty dollars.

SECTION 82. The cily treasurer shall be the Treasurerot
treasurer of the fire department; he shall receive mens
and pay out all moneys belonging to said depart-
ment, and shall secure the faithful performance
of his duties by his bond to the city, in such penal
sum as may be required, and with sureties to be
approved by the common council; such moneys
shall only be paid out on orders signed by the
chief engineer or acting chief engineer and
countersigned by the clerk or secretary of said
department.

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this state, prima facie evidence of the authority
i)f the mayor to make and execute such deed or
ease.

SecrioN 122. If any election by the people for
common council shall for any cause not be held
at the time or in the manuer herein prescribed,
or if the council shall fail to organize as herein
prescribed, it shall not be considered a reason for
arresting, suspending or absolving said corpora-
tion, but said election or organization may be
held at any subsequent day by order of the com-
mon council, and if any of the duties enjoined by
this act or the ordinances or by-laws or regula-
tions of said city, to be done by any officer at any
specified time, and the same are not then done
or performed, the common council may appoint
another time at which said act may he done or
performed.

SecTiOoN 123. All moneys paid to the city on
acgpunt of licensesshall be paid into the city treas-
ury, and become a part of the general fund of
said city.

SecTioN 124. The use of the jail of Juneau
county, unless otherwise provided, shall be granted
to said city on such terms as may be agreed upon
between the city and the county of Juneau, for
the confinement of offenders, and every such
offender shall be delivered to the sheriff of said
county, for whose custody, safe keeping and de-
livery the sheriff shall be responsible as in other
cases.

SEcTiON 125. The regular committees of the
common council shall be as follows: On finance,
streets, ordinances, fire department and licenses,
and shall be appointed by the mayor at the first
meeting after the annual election or as soon there-
after as convenient.

SectioN 126. The common council may, by
unanimous vote thereof, remit any tax or special
assessment, or any part thereof whenever the
same shall be manifestly illegal o1 unjust.

SECTION 127. The paupers of said city shall be
removed to the poor-house of the county of
Juneau by the mayor or aldermen, in like manner
as they are removed fromn the several towns in
said county.

SecTioN 128. No alderman or other city officer
shall be accepted as surety upon any bond, note
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or obligation made by the city, nor shall any offi-
cer required to give bonds as aforesaid enter upon
the discharge of the duties of his office until such
bond shall have been filed and approved as by
this act provided.

SEcTION 129. Any officer may resign his office resignation of
by filing his written resignation with the clerk, ofice.
and such resignation shall take effect and his of-
fice shall be deemed vacant from the time such
resignation shall be accepted by the council.

all acts amendatory thereof, are hereby repealed.

SectioN 186. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
